WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (AP). 
Ambassador Andrei Gromyko to- 
day outlined to the Dumbarton 
Oaks security conference Soviet 
Russia's ideas on postwar world 
organization. 

What the chief of the Russian 
delegation said in this outline 
was not disclosed in the first of- 
ficial press bulletin issued on the 
talks which began yesterday, The 


bulletin, released at the State De- 
partment, said: 

“At the meeting of the heads of 
the three groups at Dumbarton 
Oaks Monday afternoon, Aug. 21, 
Mr. Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
(United States Under Secretary 
of State) was selected as perma- 
nent chairman of the conversa- 
tions. Should Mr. Stettinius be 
absent at any time, Ambassador 
Andrei A. Gromyko or Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan (of Britain) will 
act alternately as chairman. 

“It was decided to discuss at 
the outset of the conversations the 
genera] principles of international 
organization presented by the 
Soviet group. At the meeting on 
the morning of Aug. 22, the Soviet 
group presented its views on the 
general principles of international 
organization. 

“It wa sagreed that, at the aft- 
ernoon meeting, the British and 
American groups will make state- 
ments of their views on the in- 
ternational organization for the 
maintenance of peace and _ “se- 
curity.” 

The sessions were understood to 
be concentrating on blocking out 
the basic principles of peace or- 
ganization. 


Apparently this did not preclude 
the possibility that consideration 
would be given to putting at least 
a part of the projected organiza- 
tion into temporary action as 
soon as possible, pending decision 
by the United Nations of whether 
they want to set up the agency 
to be designed here.

UNITED STATES’ PACIFIC

the Pacific war. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, Pacific 
fleet commander, announced the 
new total yesterday in reporting 
new deaths in continugd mop-up 
operations on the three captured 
Marianas islands. 

Nimitz and Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, Southwest Pacific 
comamnder, reported new bomber 
strikes from the Kuriles’ to 
the Molucca Islands and said they 
were carried out with little or no 
oposition. The raids included rec- 
ord blows at Halmahera and 
Boeroe Islands in the Moluccas, 
south of the Philippines. 

In fighting through Aug. 17, a 
total of 4470 Americans had been 
killed in the Marianas Islands. A 
total of 20.345 American wounded 
and 721 missing also was reported. 
Nimitz said 981 additional Japa- 
nese had been killed on the three 
islands. Cleanup operations have 
continued since Aug. 9, and some 
Japanese still are hiding in the 
jungles of Northern Guam. 

The Japanese death toll, includ- 
ing those killed during mopping-up 
operations for the period gug. 11- 
17: Saipan, 25,144; Guam, 14,067; 
Tinian, 5745. 

The American casualties: Sai- 
pan, 3049 killed, 13,054 wounded, 
368 missing; Guam, 1226 killed, 
5765 wounded; 329 missing; Tinian, 
195 killed, 1526 wounded, 24 miss- 
ing. 

In the Halmahera raid, strong 
Liberator forces dropped 110 tons 
of bombs Sunday, demolishing 
warehouses and causing large ex- 
plosions.

TO REFUND ‘EXCESS’ CHARGES 


PHILADEPHIA, Aug. 22 (AP). 
The fashionable Barclay Hotel 
‘In downtown Philadelphia was or- 
idered in Federal court today to 
refund to patrons “all excess 
prices charged” on food and 
drinks since the OPA froze the 
prices on July 26, 1943. 

Sustaining OPA charges that 
the hotel had violated ceilings, 
Judge Harry E. Kalodner said the 
management, if unable to locate 
all patrons overcharged, must 
make a “voluntary contribution” 
approved by the OPA to the 
United States Treasury.

PROSPECTS 


Ever since the war started, Del Monte has tried 
to interpret the canned fruit and vegetable picture in a 
way that would help our many friends and customers 
adjust themselves to wartime shortages. 


As the largest canner of. fruits and vegetables in 
America, we feel it is our responsibility again to make 
clear how prospects look to us—why today’s situation 
exists—and what everyone can do to make the best of it. 


Big Crops Don’t Always Mean 
Big Packs for Civilians 


The farmers of this country are doing a great job. 

Peas are a good example. The acreage of green peas 
sown for processing in 1944 is estimated at 48°) more 
than the five year pre-war average. 


Many people feel news like this means our 
canned food troubles are over. This isn’t true. 


One reason is the weather. We had a late spring with 
rains and floods. Planting was late and replanting was 
crowded into a few short weeks. 

Complicating our problem was the shortage of ex- 
perienced workers. 

Peas must be canned at one certain stage in their 
development to produce a quality pack. This year, the 
pea crop matured much faster than usual — and we 
started our Del Monte pea operations with a staff of 
regular field and cannery workers 30% below normal. 

One thing that saved the day for us on peas was the 
patriotic help of hundreds of citizens of DeKalb and 
Rochelle, Illinois; Sleepy Eye and Wells, Minnesota; 
Arlington, Wisconsin; Ogden, Smithfield and Spanish 
Fork, Utah; Franklin, Idaho; and Toppenish, Wash- 
ington. Among them were housewives, office workers, 
public officials—many of whom had never set foot in 
a cannery before. 


With everybody pulling together, we were 
able to can 50% more than our average pre- 
war pack. But military needs have grown. 


Last year, every member of the industry turned over 
to the government 20% of its pack of canned peas. This 
vear, the government will require double that amount. 
So despite all the fine news about crops and packs, there 
probably will be fewer canned peas for civilians. 

The harvest of green beans and corn is not com- 
pleted. Weather is always a tremendous hazard with 
any vegetable crop. It looks today as if there would be 
plenty of string beans. There is some danger that con- 
tinued dry weather will affect the corn crop. But even 
if it doesn’t the best we can hope for is a civilian sup- 
ply of corn somewhat less than last year’s. 

Tomatoes are only beginning to ripen. Present pros- 
pects are for a pack as large as last year’s. But the 
amount going into civilian distribution will be consid- 
erably less. 

In short, the vegetable outlook is not promising. 


What About the Outlook on Canned Fruit? 


“Canned fruit is one of the most popular foods with 
the armed forces. The government is reserving the 
equivalent of better than two-thirds of the pack—a 
material increase over last year’s requirements. 


This entire amount must be set aside for 
the armed forces before civilians can get a 


single ean or jar. And rightly — for what goed 
American would deny a serviceman first call 
on the food he needs? 


The canned fruit situation has one bright spot. A 
bumper crop of apricots produced a good “supply for 
civilians—despite manpower shortages and larger 
government requirements. 

But the pear crop is short—meaning considerably 
fewer canned pears for us: at home. We will have less 
canned pineapple on our tables, too. 

There are two big “‘ifs” in this year’s sizable peach 
crop—weather and manpower. A hot spell could ripen 
peaches so fast that we couldn't find enough workers 
to handle them. With Uncle Sam needing more than 
last year it looks (even with good weather) like defh- 
nitely fewer peaches for the home front. 

ruit cocktail? Canners hope to “put up” even more 
than last year. But quotas for our fighters have grown 
still faster. Again, this means less at your grocer’s. 

So, it should be clear that there simply can’t be a 
fruit pack big enough to leave a normal supply of fruit 
for civilians, after increased military needs are met.

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Let Them Not Fail! 


Perhaps the most encouraging fact about the 
Dumbarton Oaks meeting is that the leading 
powers—Britain, Russia, China and the United 
States—are seeking agreement on a postwar se- 
curity organization before the war is over; they 
are not waiting, as the powers did last time, for 
the end of the fighting to come before planning 
to avoid future wars. 

There is a powerful unifying force among 
allies at war that too often is dissipated once 
the guns stop firing. At Versailles, after World 
War I was over, the Big Four at the peace table 
—-Britain, France, Italy and the United States—- 
were almost instantly at cross-purposes. The con- 
ference was almost a cantinuous quarrel over 
the spoils of jwar, with Wilson, Orlando, Lloyd 
George and Clemenceau representing different 
and often irreconcilable points of view. 

If a framework of international co-operation 
can be designed at Dumbarton Oaks, it will be 
a war aim as well as a peace aim. Instead of 
the brilliant but unfulfilled phrases of Woodrow 
Wilson—“war to end war,” “war to make the 
world safe for democracy,” and so on—we will 
have an outline of agreement that will strengthen 
the arms of the millions of men now engaged 
in struggle with the enemy; we will have the 
concrete beginning of insurance against World 
War III. Woe be to statesmen if the structure 
is not a strong and enduring one! 

Hiow warily the nations are approaching their 
task is indicated by the fact that the meeting 
is not being conducted by chiefs of state—Roose- 
velt, Stalin, Churchill, Chiang Kai-shek—nor 
even by Foreign Ministers, but by diplomats in 
the third rank like Stettinius, Sir Alexander 
Cadogan and Ambassador Gromyko. Further- 
more, Sir Alexander made it clear how limited 
is his authority. He said: 

I must for my part emphasize that the 
working party from the United Kingdom is 
recruited from the humble official level. 
From that it follows that, so far as we are 
concerned, these talks are necessarily ex- 
ploratory and noncommittal. 


Ambassador Gromkyo also used the word “ex- 
ploratory” to make clear that a definitive and 
complete world plan is not going to be produced 
at Dumbarton Oaks. 

The reason for this wary attitude 
from the fact that the powers realize 
world cannot be built in a day and from the 
further fact that whatever is proposed must have 
public opinion in the various countries behind it, 
The structure is to be built little by little, 
gradually growing stronger as it enlists world 
opinion and gradually emerging more definitely 
as the Under Secretaries hand it to their superiors 
and as their superiors turn it over to the chiefs 
of state. 

Yet, from the opening statements at Dumbar- 
ton Oaks, there is already a considerable measure 
of sympathetic agreement among the powers, 
They are agreed that this war would only become 
a senseless tragedy and meaningless slaughter 
if steps are not taken to prevent its recurrence. 
They are agreed that the powers must act in 
concert and that small nations, as well as large, 
must have a voice in the ordering of the world 
to come. They are agreed that aggressors must 
be proceeded against with utmost determination, 
instead of permitting them, as we did in the 
interval between the two wars,:to proceed un- 
checked to fashion their patterns of conquest. 

So a good deal is expected of the meeting in 
the mansion at Georgetown. It is a wholesome 
beginning to achieve a great end. The tragedy of 
the world must be borne in on the breezes 
through the windows of Dumbarton Oaks. Upon 
the shoulders of the conferees rests a burden to 
be measured in the blood of men and the tears 
of women throughout the world. And they 
must remember, in poignant detail, these states- 
men, the ghastly failures of their predecessors in 
the period between 1918 and 1939. Let them not 
fail! + 
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One Market for War Surplus 

The demand of the Municipal Finance Officers’ 
Association and the American Municipal As- 
sociation, for state, county and municipal gov- 
ernments to receive preference in the sale of war 
surplus commodities, should become a part of 
Federal policy. 

Local governments will constitute a large, 
logical and easily-reached market. Even in the 
disposal of surplus after the First World War, a 
performance distinguished for ineptitude, it was 
recognized that intra-governmental distribution 
was a preferred means of disposal. Large quanti- 
ties of trucks and explosives were transferred 
to the Department of Agriculture, blankets, hos- 
pital equipment and clothing to the Veterans’ 
Bureau, and road-building equipment and ve- 
hicles to the states. 

The Federal Government should utilize as much 
of the surplus as possible by sale to its own de- 
partments, and then by sale to state and local 
governments. The Veterans’ Administration, for 
example, probably could. uSe a great deal of 
hospital equipment, much more than after the 
First World War. Local governments, as they 
have pointed out themselves, will be in the mar- 
ket for trucks, construction machinery, hospital 
and construction equipment, hardware, building 
maintenance materials, cloth materials, and dis- 
mantled buildings. 

What is still more to the good, the local gov- 
ernments are, , according to the survey made by 
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the American Municipal Association, willing to 
pay for what they get, though they want price 
concessions. 

It would be well if the Federal authorities in 
charge of surplus disposal could invite tenta- 
tive commitments, or at any rate rough estimates, 
from state, county and municipal governments, 
in advance of the war’s end, so that at the 
instant when the problem of surplus disposal be- 
comes really acute, it can be eased by sub- 
traction of the governmental demand from the 


total staggering supply. 
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Not What But How 


In all solemnity, the flood of postwar 
still pours out of the printing presses—from 
chambers of commerce, from committees on This 
and for That, from labor unions and farm organ- 
izations and Government economists. And, un- 
fortunately, nearly all of them go just so far 
and no further. 

Nearly every one takes off with a declaration 
that we must win the war before we can have 
the postwar. Yes, we are all agreed on winning 
the war. And, almost without reading, we can 
all agree on the rest of the bill, too. Yes, we 
agree on the need of 55 million.jobs, more or 
less, and a national income in the neighborhood 
of 150 billion dollars. Yes, we want to have new 
products, and old ones improved. 

Yes, we want private enterprise—and especial- 
ly job as 
it can and will.’ Yes, we want to build up home 
industries and to carry on a brisk overseas trade. 
Yes, we want to make social insurance broader 
and more effective. Yes, we are agreed that 
financial risk-taking needs more encouragement, 
Yes, we are opposed to leaf-raking. 

All these aims and others, all representing 
well-nigh universal desires, were laid before the 
public at least two years ago. No one was hor- 
rified; no one rose in heated opposition; they 
were accepted as a matter of course. Yet here in 
the third quarter of 1944, the weary cycle re- 
peats itself. 

Merry-go-round scenery grows dull? Yes; and 
far worse, the effort that goes into dressing up the 
same old “objectives” in warmed-over language 
takes time and attention away from devising, 
discussing, and testing ways to bring the Golden 
Age to pass. With meager exceptions, postwar 
planning is still planning to plan. True, indus- 
tries are busy with their product research; but 
we have done little real thinking about how to 
reorder the economic environment so that all the 
new products, all the pleasurable and comfort- 
making services that war-spurred technology 
could provide, can actually be produced and sold. 

So long as the war preoccupied our best hours, 
it was perhaps inevitable that we should dismiss 
the postwar with thought-saving “principles” and 
generalities. The war has gone ahead—not ona 
merry-go-round. The end, in Europe at least, is 
now in sight, but the jubilation we might other- 
wise feel ig largely spoiled by many people's fears 
--with good cause—how they will earn a living 
in a country demobilized.

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What About Series Scalpers ? 

ODT might consider some possible eventualities 
before proceeding with its plans to limit ticket 
sales to people in the St. Louis area in the event 
the world series is played between the Cardinals 
and the Browns.

Would not, 
therefore, the proposed ODT rule have the effect, 
not so much of keeping out-of-towners away from 
the games, as of throwing them upon the scanty 
mercy of scalpers? 

It is a possibility worth thinking about before 
ODT sets up any hard-and-fast rules.

What really started the CIO-PAC hap- 
pened the year before the organization 
came into being. The congressional elec- 
tions held in November, 1942, gave clear 
evidence that a powerful reactionary trend 
had set in, which, if it continued through 
1944, might well reverse all the progress of 
recent years and render this nation incap- 
able of making its indispensable contribu- 
tion toward the eventual establishment of 
lasting peace. 


Did this mean that the American people 
had changed its mind? We thought not, be- 
cause an analysis of the vote clearly 
showed, what had happened. Only a little 
more than 28,000,000 had cast their ballots 
as against 49,800,000 in 1940. Almost 22,000,- 
000 who had voted in the presidential year 
had failed to go to the polls two years later, 


Progressive Voters Scattered 


The percentage of those who failed to 
vote was highest among the normally pro- 
gressive groups of the population. The in- 
ference was clear, The forces of reaction 
were organized for political action: the 
progressive forces were not organized, 


That is why the CIO-PAC was born. 


Funds were supplied by the CIO and a 
number of its major affiliated unions. The 
sum of $669,764.11 was contributed. Of this 
amount, approximately $400,000 was spent 
up to the time of the Democratic National 
Convention. No disbursements: have been 
made since the Democratic convention, ex- 
cept in local primary elections, and none 
will be made until after the election. This 
decision was reached in order to eliminate 
any possible question of violating the 
Smith-Connally Act. 


First of all, the PAC put on a nation- 
wide drive to register the vote; it em- 
barked upon an educational campaign 
among the workers to show them why they 
had a duty as citizens to exercise their 
franchise, why this year it was more than 
ever important for them to do so, and 
how they could help to organize themselves 
and other progressives outside of the labor 
movement for effective political action, 


The Work in Primaries 


Second, the PAC endeavored to mobilize 
the progressive vote in certain important 
primary elections throughout the nation, in 
order to help unseat outstanding reac- 
tionary incumbents seeking renomination 
and to assist outstanding progressive can- 
didates to obtain their party’s nomination. 
Such activity is permissible under the law, 
since the Smith-Connally Act does not ap- 
ply to primary contests. 

3y and large, these efforts were more 
successful in the Democratic primaries 
than in those of the Republican Party, 
This is undoubtedly due to the fact that in 
the Democratic primaries the PAC was 
working with the prevailing trend, which 
has already taken a considerable toll of 
Outstanding reactionaries and isolationists, 
whereas [fn the Republican primaries it 
was working against the pronounced na- 
tionalist and reactionary trend which fully 
manifested itself in the repudiation of 
Willkie and in the recapture of the Re- 
publican leadership by Herbert Hoover and 
the Old Guard, 


Actual money contributions played but 
a small part in this undertaking. 

The majority of American citizens and 
certainly the vast majority of industrial 
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workers—are progressive voters by nature. 
They do not as a rule need to be told to 
vote for progressive candidates; they do 
need to be provided with the facts and 
the records of the candidates and they do 
need to be provided with channels of or- 
ganization by means of which to make 
their opinions effective. They need also to 
be reassured that it actually lies within 
their power to elect the candidates whom 
they prefer, and that it is their own re- 
sponsibility to see that the latent progres- 
sive majority becomes articulate. 


CIO-PAC Into NC-PAC, 


That is the job the CIO-PAC set out to 
do among the industrial workers; and that 
is the job which the National Citizens’ PAC 
has now undertaken to do among the 
population as a whole. 


A great deal of nonsense has been writ- 
ten about the “gigantic slush funds” which 
are said to be at the disposal of these two 
organizations. Quite frequently a figure of 
six million dollars has been mentioned, 

Our goal is not nearly so ambitious as 
that. We hope” the NC-PAC will raise 
$1,500,000. P 

We shall undoubtedly fall far short of 
the money which will be spent by the or- 
ganized forces of reaction. There is no 
doubt that they have the dollars, but I 
believe that events will prove we have the 
votes. In 1940, 16 million dollars of Re- 
publican money was not enough to elect a 
moderately progressive candidate, because 
the people instinctively recognized that, in 
spite of Wendell Willkie, the reactionary 
Old Guard still controlled the party. In 
1944 no instinctual intelligence is required; 
normal eyesight is all anyone needs to 
recognize the starched Hoover collar on 
the Republican candidate. 


“United, On the March” 


At first some of the conservative news- 
papers made fun of us, It was alleged that 
our support actually hurt the candidates 
whom we were endeavoring to help. Then 
suddenly it was claimed that we were.the 
dominating influence in the Democratic 
Party.. And after Henry Wallace was de- 
feated for renomination, it was said that 
we were finished. Two weeks later we 
were again supposed to be very much alive 
and to have been responsible for the de- 
feat of an outstanding isolationist. 

There are people—and they are by no 
means all Republicans—who do not agree 
with our principles, Some of them have 
told us that we are unwise to organize for 
political action, because by doing so we 
might stimulate the forces of reaction to 
take similar action. 

The forces of reaction have taken this 
action long ago. They are entrenched and 
fortified on every rise of ground on the 
economic contour map of the world. 

But the united progressive forces of the 
world are on the march and will not be 
denied. They are fighting not for special 
privilege, but for equality of opportunity 
for all men everywhere.

Rise of Capitalism in Japan 
Described in a Pre-war Book 


“Japan: An Economic and Financial Appraisal.” by 
Harold J. Moulton, With the Collaboration of 
dunichi Ko. (Brookings Institution, Washington.) 
Here are presented the statistics and run- 

ning comment on the astounding revolu- 
tion whereby Japan, an ancient feudalism, 
was in 60 years transformed into a stream- 
lined capitalist country. The material was 
furnished by the Economic Research De- 
partment of the Bank of Japan, of which 
department Mr. Ko was chief. First pub 
lished in 1931, this is a reprint. 

Capitalism was introduced in Japan from 
the top, deliberately, planfully, instead of 
growing up gradually over 250 years as in 
England. We are told that some bright 
young men clustered around the Emperor 
put it over. .The state discovered its pow- 
er to create “credit.” One after another, 
basic industries were established by the 
Government, pilot industries; as rapidly as 
capitalist operators could be developed, they 
were turned over to “private enterprise,” 
sometimes free, sometimes with subsidies. 

aa * . 

A wage-earning class was created, and 
a compulsory free public school system was 
developed to “educate” the people, who 
were told that now they were all free and 
equal, There were even co-operatives, trades 
unions, Socialist parties and a small-lcan 
business much as we have. 

As we read, we are almost compelled to 
think that Mussolini may have copied his 
corporative state from Japan. Italy and 
Japan are alike in being poor in raw ma- 
terials and foods, and rich in frugal fac- 
tory fodder. But Italy lives in a goldfish 
bowl; the world sees all. Japan, able to 
maintain great secrecy (the report does 
not allude to it) was able to build up tre- 
mendous military power over the years. 

The author hints that Japan is adept 
in juggling double-entry accounting. The 
announced expenditures in yen for military 
purposes probably have the same relation 
to actual man-hours as personal property 
assessments bear to the actual Mazuma in 
Missouri. 

So Japan duplicated the capitalist setup 
of Western nations, and in,1929 joined in 
the global economic disaster. Forty-three 
per cent of her exports went to the United 
states.

The running commentary by Dr. Moulton 
is objective, kindly and: sympathetic. Shin- 
toism is not mentioned. Every Western 
power had crowded in on Japan with gifts” 
crying, “Be like us! Be like us‘” Science, 
history, banking systems, foundries, guns, 
battleships, training—we were Santa Claus 
indeed. Moulton tells the story. 

In a final chapter, he diggnoses and pre- 
scribes. This great authority, head af what 
is thought to be the world’s greatest eco- 
nomic research institution, in a gentle bed- 
side manner finds (1930) that the Jap eco- 
nomic machine is slightly out of adjust- 
ment, needing a little tinkering in spots, 
which he specifies, and then may go on 
again hitting on all cylinders. 

To win out in the competitive struggle 
with the,Western empires, it is only neces- 
sary for Japan to outstarve the Italians 
to sell braided straw, and outstarve India 
to sell cotton tissues. Only a°few grains 
of rice withheld from the bowl of the Jap 
girl workers. Very naive.

WITH THE UNITED STATES ARMY 
IN FRANCE, August 15. 


ITH an officer and an enlisted man of the 
W Psvenoiogical Warfare Division of the 

United States Army, I have just finished a 
150-mile trip delivering war bulletins to 16 small 
and isolated villages in that corridor of Northern 
France where, hedgerow by hedgerow and ditch 
by ditch, Yank infantrymen have been wresting 
Normandy from the Nazis and restoring it to 
its rightful owners. French people, now slowly 
dribbling back to these little towns to take up 
the tangled threads of their lives, wait each day 
with pathetic eagerness for the pony express of 
the Psychological Warfare Division. As the divi- 
sion jeep, carrying bulletins on the progress of 
the war in France and briefed news of the out- 
side world pulls into town on its daily run, the 
French people scurry from their bombed-out 
homes and gather in anxious little groups near 
the town bulletin board. These war bulletins are 
their only source of news. They have no news- 
papers. For the few radios that escaped con- 
fiscation by the Germans there is no power. To 
each of the 16 towns on our route today we de- 
livered from three to 35 bulletins. These bul- 
letins are posted not only in main towns and 
villages but delivered by mayors’ courier to sur- 
rounding communes. There is no postal system

ATERMELON and muskmelon 
Wir worth eating only in late 

summer and early autumn 
when vine-ripened ones are avail- 
able. Such melons have the finest 
flavor, and only such melons 
should be bought. The best way 
to tell vine-ripened muskmelons is 
by the absence of a stem, When 
ripe, the stem pulls away neatly 
and easily, and if you will sniff at 
this end you will enjoy a full 
musky aroma. If you will press 
very gently at this end you will 
feel a slight softness if the melon 
is fully ripe. If overripe, you can 
feel considerable softness, but if 
the melon is unbroken it still 
should be pleasant to eat. I don’t 
profess to know any sure tests for 
the ripeness of watermelon. But 
since they are usually such big 
ones that a medium sized family 
would not want to invest in more 
than a half of one, and since gro- 
cers are accustomed to selling half 
melons, it is not a question of buy- 
ing a “pig in a poke.” The melon 
should be freshly cut of course, the 
meat should be a bright red, crisp, 
and with a fine mealy texture. 
There should be little or no shink- 
ing away from the seeds,

In 
a second skillet, slightly brown 
one cup diced celery, one-half cup 
diced onion, one-half cup bean 
sprouts (Chinese canned vyege- 
tables are an added flavor treat 
if available). Cover and cook the 
vegetables until barely tender (15 
minutes). Add two tablespoons soy 
sauce and two tablespoons bead 
molasses to the heart. Thicken 
gravy if desired. Salt and pepper 
to taste. Mix the heart and cooked 
vegetables together and serve over 
boiled rice. Boiled rice: three to 
four cups cooked rice, One cup 
raw rice. Cold beet and onion 
salad: slice one and one-half 
pounds cold cooked beets and one 
large sweet onion. Pour one cup 
seasoned vinegar dressing, three- 
fourths cup vinegar, one-fourth 
cup water, two tablespoons sugar, 
salt, pepper, paprika over salad 
one-half hour before serving. Plain 
rolls: eight bought. Hot chocolate 
pudding and ice cream. Home 
made or prepared packaged choc- 
olate pudding. One pint milk. 
Warm in double boiler during 
dinner, and pour pudding into 
serving dishes while still warm. 
Add a large scoop of vanilla ice 
cream (one pint bought) to each, 
Serve at once. Butter or fortified 
margarine used on all breads. In- 
clude in today’s menus milk to 
drink: seven cups for children, 
three cups for adults.

BROWN NUT BREAD IS DELICIOUS WITH A SUMMER SALAD 
LUNCHEON. 


SALAD of vegetables straight 
A from the garden is a delect- 
able thing to eat. Further- 
more it is highly nutritious, And 
besides it is still highly available, 
as it has been all summer long. 
There, of course, is the catch. 
You've been eating such salads all 
summer long, and there’s just a 
chance that however much you've 
varied the menus you and your 
family may be a little tired of 
vitamins in the raw. The thing to 
do is consider well what you serve 
with the salads to change the pace. 
We've illustrated here a garden 
salad of vegetables, cooked and 
raw. But the thing which adds 
interest and unusual flavor is the 

bread, 

Brown Nut Bread. 

One cup whole wheat flour, one 
cup sifted all-purpose flour, one 
teaspoon salt, three teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon soda, 
one cup milk, one cup New Or- 
leans molasses, one cup chopped 
nut meats, 


Mix dry ingredients. Add milk, 
molasses and nutmeats. Turn into 
a loaf pan lined with waxed paper 
and bake at 350 degrees about 45 
minutes. 

Another excellent salad varia- 
tion with this same bread as the 
piece de resistance is a fruit mix- 


ture, served with mayonnaise and 
accompanied by slices of Brown 
Nut Bread, spread with soft 
cream cheese. Into the salad put 
four, if possible, of any of the 
fresh fruits available—say, apples 
(with skins left on), big red 
grapes (cut in half and seeded), 
melon, and pears. Be sure to try

Soak the bread slices in this a few 
minutes. Pour off excess milk, if 
any. Separate eggs and beat 
whites and yolks separately. Mix 
them together and add a dash of 
nutmeg. Pour this over the bread 
slices and let stand about twenty 
minutes. Heat the margarine in a 
large skillet and fry bread slices 
in it, putting in dt one time only 
enough so that they do not over- 
lap each other. When golden 
brown and crisp on both © sides, 
drain on absorbent paper. Serve 
hot, sprinkled with sugar and nut- 
meg, if desired.

Effect of 
Loud Noise 
On Nerves

HAVE received a letter which 
| says in part: “I have recently 

arrived in Canada from Eng- 
land. My baby daughter was born 
there. Where I lived in England 
we were subject to air raids and 
gunfire. Up until the time she was 
nine months old my baby was con- 
tinuously subjected to the excite- 
ment and danger of air raids. She 
would jump and cry during the 
raids. They upset her more and 
more and she never got used to 
them. Now she is a very nervous 
child and any sudden unexpected 
noise throws her into a state. 
Noises seem to remind her of the 
air raids and she can hardly stand 
any prolonged or unusual noise at 
all.” 

I do not blame her, poor thing! 
What a babyhood toexperience as 
an introduction to life! How are 
we ever going to forgive the peo- 
ple who precipitated a state of af- 
fairs when a child should have to 
endure such a childhood? 
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THE LETTER BRINGS up and 
emphasizes how many medical 
problems we are going to have 
after this war. I mentioned a few 
weeks ago the number of partially 
deafened soldiers who will return 
to us. Their deafness results from 
the nearby discharge of firearms, 
cannon or shell explosions. Here 
in the case of this little girl we 
have an example of the opposite 
groups of problems—those whose 
hearing is too acute, whose nerv- 
ous systems are too sharply con- 
ditioned to noise, so that noise 
causes a complete upset of the or- 
ganism. 

Theoretically, it is a good deal 
simpler to adjust conditions to al- 
leviate the suffering of the noise 
sensitive individuals than the par- 
tially deafened G. I. Joe. But in 
practice in America, as any noise- 
sensitive person knows, it is an 
almost holepess task. If you want 
to be really unpopular start out 
on a crusade to make Americans 
keep quiet, 

I don’t know why it is, but some 
human beings love to shout, to 
bang on doors, to sing in the hall- 
ways, to whistle in the street at 
midnight, to lean on automobile 
horns, to turn the radio to a blare, 
to smash, clatter, crash or screech, 
anything, any time that’s handy, 
Personally I want to go on record 
as saying that they nearly drive 
me nuts,if I amalready nuts, as 
many sensible people believe, that 
is why I am nuts. 

There is a Nationa] Noise Abate- 
ment Council and many cities 
have a noise abatement code. In 
New York City under this code 
in one year 22,142 persons were 
given warnings and 32,282 others 
were given court summons. That 
should bolster my criticism that a 
certain group of the population 
always likes to make noise. 
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SOME OF THE BANS which 
should be included in all city 
noise abatement codes are: 

To sound any horn or signal de- 
vice on any automobile, motor- 
cycle, bus, street car or other ve- 
hicle while stationary, except as 
a danger signal when an ap- 
proaching vehicle is apparently 
out of control; or, if in motion, 
only as a danger signal after or 
as brakes are being applied. 

To blow any steam whistle ex- 
cept to give notice of time to be- 
gin or stop work, or as a warning 
signal. 

To operate any radio, phono- 
graph or any musical instrument 
in such a manner or with such 
volume as to annoy or disturb the 
quiet, comfort or repose of per- 
sons_in any dwelling, hotel or oth- 
er type of residence. 

To erect, demolish or alter or 
repair any building other than be- 
tween the hours of 7 a. m. and 6 
p. m., except in case of urgent ne- 
cessity. 

To use mechanical loud speak- 
ers or amplifiers on trucks, etc.

It’s just an- 
other one of those “modern Amer- 
ican” slang phrases!

‘ed Cross Also Aids the Veterans 


Discharged Soldiers Receive Needed Help in Adjustment to Civilian Life.

Getting this notice from 
Uncle Sam’s Army is more over- 
whelming to a soldier than word 
to report for induction to a civil- 
ian, Red Cross authorities say, 
and often calls for greater adjust- 
ment. Relief, anticipation, anxiety 
and dread, all mingle to leave 
the mind of the average veteran 
in a confused state, according to 
Mrs. Marjorie Davis, supervisor 
of the Claims Division of the St. 
Iouis Chapter, American Red 
Cross, who works with over 1000 
ex-service men and their families 
each month. Her job is to assist 
the veteran to secure the com- 
pensation, medical care, and other 
benefits to which he is entitled. 
“The veteran often finds com- 
ing home a great disappointment,” 
she explains. “This is doubly true 
when he has received a medical 
discharge, and has not yet re- 
gained his strength. To his fam- 
ily, he seems to be at one or 
another extreme of the emotional 
scale. Some are temporarily de- 
pressed others overconfident. 
The very young men are ashamed 
to be home again, out of uniform. 
Old friends are scattered—noth- 
ing seems quite right to them. 
Patience and understanding are 
required of their families and the 
Red Cross worker who assists 
them. Many wish to return to 
their prewar jobs, only to dis- 
cover after trying it, that they 
are not physically or tempera- 
mentally suited for the work. 
When the man and his family 
feel the problem is too big for 
them, they come to the Red Cross 

for help.

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r4 ‘Ooo’ of the first things we 

do to help ex-service men 

who come to us is to urge 
them to file claims for pensions,” 
the Red Cross worker explains, 
“Strange as it seems, most men 
are reluctant to do this, even 
though their service in the na- 
tion’s cause entitles them to do 
so. They first feel as if they want 
to be dependent upon no one, and 
are anxious to prove they can 
make their own way. Many of 
them do not realize the assistance 
the Government ‘has planned for 
them, nor how to go about getting 
it. Those who have been dis- 
charged from military hospitals 
have been told by a representative 
of the Veteran's Administration 
what they can expect from the 
Government, but a man’s mind at 
that time seems to be so confused 
that he doesn’t remember the nec- 
essary information. So after they 
return home and find’things not 
going well, many of them some- 
how find their way to a Red Cross 
office, seeking some sort of advice 
or assistance—they’re not sure just 
what, 


“Under the G. I. Bill of Rights, 
a minimum of a year’s schooling 
is available to veterans whose edu- 
cation was interrupted by the war, 
with the Government paying up to 
$400 in annual tuition and other 
fees, as well as $40 monthly sub-

sistence. There is also provision 
for loans to buy homes or farms, 
pay off mortgages, or start a busi- 
ness, as well as additional hos- 
pitalization and employment facili- 
ties. The average ex-service man, 
however, hasn’t an idea how to go 
about securing these benefits, 

“Sometimes it takes several in- 
terviews to convince a veteran 
that he should establish his claim 
for the pension to which he is en- 
titled. I am reminded of a young 
soldier who was discharged from 
service, classified as completely 
disabled. He had been wounded 
in the arms and legs by shrapnel, 
a severe head injury, and one of 
the tropical fevers. However, he 
was fit for light work, and anxious 
to return to his old job, driving a 
truck. He was so anxious to prove 
that his physical condition was 
normal that he went to work at 
his old job, and refused the Gov- 
ernment pension. The driving soon 
proved too much for his nerves. 
He had to quit, and he became 
very much depressed. After sev- 
eral talks with him, we persuaded 
him to secure his pension, and try 
lighter work. He is now drawing 
a check each month from the Gov- 
ernment, has adjusted himself well 
to his new position, and seems to 
be finding his place in civilian 
life. 

Other young men find adjust- 
ment more difficult. “One very 
young marine, discharged from 
service, was so ashamed of his new 
status, that he often wore his uni- 
form on the street. He was, of

course, picked up from time to 
time by the M. P.’s, and finally 
referred to us. When we described 
the educational opportunities that 
were open to him under the G. I, 
Bill, his entire outlook changed. 
Now he is making a good record 
in a Western college—completing 
the course which his induction in- 


terrupted.” 
S the ex-service man, or the man 

has died in service, who need 
help. “They often do not under- 
stand that they are entitled to the 
insurance of the man killed in ac- 
tion, and if they do know it, they 
are uncertain how to proceed. Re- 
cently the wife of a service man 
killed in an automobile accident 
came to us for assistance in get- 
ting the flag used over her hus- 
band’s grave. She had no idea 
that she must file a claim for the 
insurance, although she was in 
financial need. We were able to 
help her get both the flag and her 
insurance.” 

The most difficult thing about 
establishing a claim for insurance 
after the death of a man in serv- 
ice is to prove the age and rela- 
tionship of the beneficiary, the 
Red Cross representative contin- 
ued. “In so many cases which we 
handle, the beneficiary is foreign- 
born, or illiterate. Yet, to secure 
the insurance, proof must be ob- 
tained from a birth certificate, 
marriage record, or some other 
legal document. 

“Over a year. ago, we were B called

upon to assist the grandparents 
of a man who died in service. Be- 
cause they had given him the 
care of parents, they had been 
named as beneficiaries of his in- 
insurance, But there seemed at 
first no way to prove their re- 
lationship. Neither of the old 
people could read or write, and 
wherever they had signed their 
names, they had been guided in 
spelling their names euphoniously. 
Even though we secured, after 
long search, and with the assis- 
tance of other Red Cross chap- 
ters, their marriage record — we 
never got two documents with 
their names similarly spelled, Com- 
ing from a sparsely settled rural 
district, they had few friends who 
were not also illiterate. Finally, 
we did locate people who knew 
them when their grandson lived 
with them. But it took us over 
twelve months to verify their 
claim for the insurance.” 

Many times an ex-soldier, com- 
ing to the Red Cross to establish 
his claim for compensation, finds 
himself telling a sympathetic s0- 
cial worker all about his job, his 
friends, his plans for the future. 
If he is not easily fitted in suit- 
able employment, a trained coun- 
sellor in vocations helps him plan 
intelligently for a new trade, If 
he still needs medical care, he is 
guided to one of the hospitals or 
clinics set up for veterans. The 
Red Cross helps him see that 
“discharged from service” need not 
mean the end but the beginning 
of — things to come,

My Day -o- 
HYDE PARK, Monday. 

HERE are many arguments in 

favor of a year of national 

service. 


Many things would be accom- 
plished even if it were just a year 
of military service. For instance, 
the nations of the world would 
know that we were never again 
going to be caught unprepared-—- 
that at all times the young man- 
hood of our country was in condi- 
tion, with sufficient training to 
protect the nation and to prevent 
any surprise attacks. Our equip- 
ment would be modernized and 
adequate, 


There would also be the advan- 
tage, under any circumstances, 
that young men from all the dif- 
ferent groups which m&ke up the 
citizenship of the nation, at an 
early and impressionable age, 
would be thrown together. They 
would know each other, and dif- 
ferences in background an envi- 
ronment would melt away before 
the stark realities which close as- 
sociation soon brings out. Only a 
man’s character is the real crite- 
rion of worth. There is also the 
possibility of teaching young men 
how to take care of themselves in 
the open, if they have not had 
that opportunity in civilian life. 
There is the added opportunity of 
seeing something of a very great 
nation, which they might not do 
except at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. 


T believe, however, that it is 
worth thinking of the possibility 
of giving young men a new con- 
ception, adding to the one that all 
men have had since time imme- 
morial. Every man in every na- 
tion has always felt that, in time 
of war, it was his duty to protect 
his country; and the man who 
did not feel this obligation was 
usually looked down upon by his 
compatriots, But many people in 
our country, as well as in other 
countries, have grown up with 
far less sense of obligation toward 


their peacetime citizenship, The 
statistics on voting alone prove 
this. The fact that over and over 
again you can ask a group of peo- 
ple to name their Representative 
in Congress, and get no reply, 
shows that we, as citizens, are not 
aware of the same passionate pa- 
triotism which must be devoted 
to peace as it has been to war. 


If we hope for peace in the fu- 
ture, this sense of knowing that 
we have an obligation as citizens 
to be responsible day by day for 
our Representatives, to leave any 
community we are in the richer 
for our presence, must become 
evident to us all. Perhaps this 
knowledge might be advanced if 
a year of service were not purely 
military, but included a develop- 
ment in the knowledge of condi- 
tions within the areas in which 
training was given, as well as an 
understanding of Government 
problems in those areas and a 
sense of having contributed in 
some way to their solution, 


These are just things I hope 
people will think about as they 
discuss the National Service Act.

West opened the club jack. 
Many players in the South posi- 
tion would go right up with 
dummy’s king on the theory that 
this was the best, perhaps the 
only, chance to’ lose no club 
tricks. This expert declarer, how- 
ever, knew that it was 100 to 1 
against the possibility that a good 
player, such as West, would have 
led the club jack from any ace- 
jack combination, and therefore 
he did not make the futile play of 
the king. He ducked, and when 
West led the club ten, he ruffed in 
the closed hand. He drew trumps, 
ruffed another club, led to the 
diamond ace, cashed the king, and 
ruffed dummy’s last club, then led 
the diamond jack. West covered 
with the queen, and declarer lost 
no time in giving him thé trick, 
discarding a spade from dummy. 
Now West had to set up the 
spade king for declarer, or, by 
playing the diamond ten, permit 
a second spade discard ‘from 
dummy while South ruffed.
